Request By 
40 Million 


Aimed At Speeding 
Programs And More 
Punch To Air Force 


WASHINGTON W - The House 
Appropriations 
Committee 
today 
voted an emergency $1,410,000,000 
fund to speed missile programs 
and give more punch to the Air 
Force retaliatory power. 
This is 40 million more than 
President 
Eisenhower 
requested 
two weeks ago. 
The addition is all for the Army, 
to bolster its missile programs. 
A last-minute revision doubled the 
proposed increase by allotting 20 
million for the Pershing project, 
aimed to develop a solid-fuel suc­ 
cessor 
to 
the 
Army’s 
200-mile 
range Redstone. 
Of the total, l J/4 million is new 
cash and 150 million is authority 
to transfer funds already avail­ 
able. The 40 million dollar in­ 
crease is in the transfer funds. 
The 
House 
will 
consider the 
committee’s 
action 
Wednesday 
and there are indications of a 
strong drive to boost this sum. 
The new money will be made 
available to the Defense Depart­ 
ment 
immediately 
to 
finance 
space 
age 
weapons 
programs 
which are developing faster than 
anticipated. 
In a report written by Rep, Ma­ 
hon (D-Tex), chairman of a sub­ 
committee that drafted the m eas­ 
ure, the committee said “our mil­ 
itary strength as of today, in the 
over-all, is superior to that of the 
U.S.S.R.” although in the critical 
areas of space satellites and bal­ 
listic missiles “we are generally 
behind” Russia. 
The Air Force’s share of the 
new funds in the emergency bill 
is $910,000,000, earmarked for dis­ 
persal of the Strategic Air Com­ 
m and’s 
fleet 
of 
nuclear - bomb 
planes, and development of the 
Atlas, Thor and Jupiter ballistic 
missiles. The money will provide 
also for construction of interme­ 
diate range ballistic missile plat­ 
forms and facilities for an oper­ 
ational 
intercontinental 
ballistic 
missile squadron 
at Cooke Air 
Force Base in California, and for 
two overseas IRBM squadrons. 
The Navy is allotted 350 million 
dollars in new cash, of which 2% 
million is for construction of three 
atomic submarines capable of fir­ 
ing the Polaris ballistic missile. 
There are no new funds in the 
bill directly for the Army.

the 
President’s request that he be al­ 
lowed to use IO million dollars of 
available funds for the new Ad­ 
vanced Research Projects Agen­ 
cy.

Ike^s Budget Message 
Branded "Tax Noose' 


MOSCOW W — Commenting on 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
Budget 
Message to Congress, Izvestia de­ 
clared today a “tax noose” was 
tightening around the necks of th* 
American people. 
“It is simply a wonder that aft­ 
er all this,” the government or­ 
gan added, “that Wall Street prop­ 
agandists have the courage to bab­ 
ble about so-called American peO’ 
pies’ capitalism.” 
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Highest In 32 Years 
City Fire Loss Climbs To $.195,585 


East Liverpool recorded a fire 
loss of $395,585 in 1957 — the high­ 
est in 32 years, Fire Chief Charles 
Bryan said in summarizing his de­ 
partment’s activities last year in 
his yearly report to City Council 
and the administration. 
The chief's report showed that 
much paid out in insurance claims 
but the total damage probably sur­ 
passed $400,000 in counting fires 
in which no insurance was car­ 
ried on buildings or contents. 
The 1957 loss, the highest since 
the $225,731 listed in 1952, included 
$210,475 in insurance on buildings 
and $185,110 on contents, the report 
showed. 
The Reiner blaze, which wiped 
out two women’s apparel shops 


and a restaurant - delicatessen in 
mid-April as well as destroying 
the building, and a fire in July 
at Loblaw’s, Inc., accounted for 
95 per cent of the insured loss, 
the chief said. 
The 1956 loss was only $18,644. j 
The department responded to 
247 alarms last year, including IO 
false reports. The alarms includ­ 
ed 204 by telephone, 9 from fire 
boxes, 13 verbally, 20 from police j 
and I from a sprinkler system. 
The alarms by months were: 
January, 22: February, 20; March, 
37; April, 9: May, 7; June, 18; 
July, 26; August, 14: September, 
18; October, 18; November, 39, 
and December, 20. 
Seventy-four fires originated in 
dwellings with 38 in autos, 34 grass 


fires. 14 rubbish fires, 12 in apart-! 
ments and 9 in mercantile build­ 
ings. 
Short circuits were responsible, 
for 28 fires with trash accounting 
for 14 and cigarettes and incendi­ 
arism being blamed for 12 each. 
The origin of 48 fires was not de­ 
termined. 
The department answered 183 
miscellaneous calls last year, the 
chief’s report shows, including 26 
to flush gasoline, 25 on burning 
rubbish, IO on short circuits in I 
electrical wires. Four resuscitator 
calls were made. 
The downtown section was in­ 
spected six times and the East 
End three times during the year 
with four inspections at schools 
and three fire drills. 


Recommendation Termed 'Musi* 
Fire Chief Asks New Hose 


Fire Chief Charles Bryan “beg­ 
ged” City Council Monday night 
♦o purchase at least 2,000 feet of 
2^-inch hose, describing his rec­ 
ommendation as a “must.” 
The request was contained in 
his yearly report on the fire de­ 
partment. Chief Bryan said. “I 
am begging you to take action 
before we have a bad fire.” 
His report said the city has not 
purchased anv fire hose in 5 years 
and some of the present hose is 
more than 20 years old. He point­ 
ed out the Ohio Inspection Bu-' 
reau requires 1.000 feet of 21*- 
inch hose in reserve for every 
pumper in service. 
Terming it a “bad situation,” ! 
the chief said the department does 
rot have 1.000 feet in reserve. 
j 
Another "must,” the chief said, 
Is the purchase of four new Scott 
Airpaks since state law requires 
each station to have two of the 
self-breathing gas masks. 
Chief Bryan’s recommendations 
also included salary raises, the ap-| 
pointment of nine additional fire­ 


men. replacement of the present 
North Side fire station, a new' 
pumper and a two-way radio sys­ 
tem. 
He recommended the salaries 
of rank and file firemen be raised 
to $5,000, assistant chiefs to $5,600 
and his own to $6,500, pointing out 
it would bring the salaries in line 
with those now being paid in Sa­ 
lem. 
“We are the poorest-paid fire 
department in the state,” Chief 
Bryan commented. 
The appointment of nine addi­ 
tional men would allow the de­ 
partment to rp ain tain two men 
in the three outlying stations at 
all times. The department already 
is three short since no replace­ 
ments have been named to fill the 
vacancies created by the resigna­ 
tions of Asst. Chief Gem Dawson 
and Firemen Dolph Knott and Rob­ 
ert McCullough. 
He suggested the replacement 
of the present North Side station 
and urged a new one be erected 
farther north on St. Clair Ave. 
He also urged replacement of 
the 27-year-old Seagraves pumper 


and recommended the city enter 
into a contract with a Steubenville 
concern for a two-way radio sys­ 
tem. 
“We can rent four radios from 
the firm for what we are paying 
for the one in my official car,” 
the chief said. 
Chief Bryan also recommended 
the exterior and interior of all 
stations be painted, pointing out 
Central Station has been painted 
only once since it was built in 
1930. 
And for the 17th year, he asked 
Council for a building code and 
the appointment of an electrical 
inspector. 
He estimated the department’s 
budget for this year at $120,718 
with $104,568 going for salaries. 
Other estimated expenditures in­ 
cluded laundry, $350; furniture and 
fixtures, $500; stationery, $200; in­ 
cidentals, $1,000; fuel and light, 
$2,000; 
equipment 
maintenance. 
$1,500; gas and oil, $600; fire hy­ 
drants, $1,500; lands and build­ 
ings, $3,000; equipment, $5,000, and 
fire alarm system. $500. 


Sixteen “teardown or repair” or­ 
ders were issued following inspec­ 
tions, the chief added. 
During the year, the chief point­ 
ed out the work week was reduced 
from 72 to 56 hours and an ad-1 
ditional assistant fire chief was j 
named to allow the department to I 
have one in command of each , 
shift.

Will the city have enough money 
in 1958 to reverse the policy it es­ 
tablished in 1957 for lack of funds 
and resume 
installation 
of new 
street lights at the request of vot­ 
ers—mainly in residential neigh- 
borhoods? 
That potent question wound up in 
the lap of Council's finance com­ 
mittee Monday night when Coun­ 
cilman William V. Orr brought to 
the floor the first 
1958 request 
for a new street light. 


Councilman Robert W, Sample 
.lr., who would have had to de­ 
cide the question as chairman ot 
the street committee, passed it on 
to the finance committee, headed 
by Councilman George E. Will- 
shaw. 


The street light question dates 
back to early 1957, when council­ 
men decided, 
in order to hold 
down the city’s annual bill tor elec­ 
tricity, that no more of the fix­ 
tures would be installed. It costs 
about $27,000. As a result, virtually 
no requests for new* lights were 
brought lo the floor last year. 
“ I have a request for a street 
light at Curry and Cain Sts./' Orr 
said last night. “ The street com­ 
mittee wouldn t consider them last 
year for lack of funds.” 
* 
\ 
“ Last year I was on the finance 
committee and I knew we didn t 
have any money/* Sample replied 
“ I will refer the question to the 
finance committee to see if there 
are any funds available.” 
Will.'haw made no comment The 
1958 appropriation ordinance will 


not be drafted in final form for 
about two months. 
M. F Staats, 507 Virginia Ave., 
appeared before Council to reiter­ 
ate complaints of damage to his 
property, which adjoins the East 
End Run. He said part (rf the trou­ 
ble was caused when the city 
“ tore out the floor of the creek 
adjoining his property. 
Stoats said the 'term sewer in 
front of his home and ajoining 
'tore has been overflowing since 
last March and tie water is flow­ 
ing into the ba'Cment. finally caus­ 
ing a section of wall to collapse. 
He said he informed the mayor. 
the director and their secretary. 
but no action was taken. 
He said a Health Department 
Inspector promised “ to send some 
men up.” but no one appeared. 
Council referred his complaint 
to the director’s office and Coun­ 
cilman H 
A. Tulles of the First 
Ward. 
Napoleon 
Cardoza

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Don't Feel Sorry For Ezra Benson 


The now familiar congressional routine of 
beating Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson over the head with farm politics is 
in full swing again. 
Secretary' Benson expects it. He does not 
want anyone to feel sorry for him. He has 
shown in everything he has said and done 
since he accepted the thankless job of secre­ 
tary of agriculture that he knows what he 
Is up against. 
Every secretary of agriculture since World 
War I has been up against the same thing. 
The industrial revolution that released human 
productivity by giving it power and machi­ 
nery finally caught up to agriculture. 
Farm ers can be divided roughly into two 
classes — those who have adapted them­ 
selves to industrialized agriculture and those 
who have been unable to adapt themselves 
to it. 
In this year's presidential message on farm 
policy, it was pointed out that there are 
more of the latter (about 2.700.000 farms and 
their occupants> than of the former (about 
2,100.000 farms and their occupants.) 
The latter produce 90 per cent of the food 
and fiber in the United States. They are the 
commercially feasible farms. The former pro­ 
duce the other IO per cent. They cannot justify 
their existence on the same basis as the 
commercial operators. This chronic disabil­ 
ity and the chronic dissatisfaction of its vic­ 
tims constitute the political wallope in the 
farm problem. 
Politicians honestly trying to help farmer 
constituents stranded by the revolution in 
agriculture naturally have turned to sub­ 


sidies. But the net effect of nearly every­ 
thing they have tried to do has been to 
add more to the 
income 
of 
commercial 
farmers than to the income of the farmers 
who cannot compete successfully with the 
commercial farmers. 
No one has come up with a sound solution 
for underwriting an uneconomic activity with 
government funds, in farming, mining, trans­ 
portation. manufacturing or retailing. Sub­ 
sidies can cover up the headache but t hey 
cannot get rid of its cause. 
Secretary Benson’s primary aim in his job 
is to get rid of the cause of the farm head­ 
ache. which is overproduction, caused partly 
by the subsidies, themselves. This puts him 
into a head-on collision with all the people 
who look upon the subsidies, themselves, as 
a solution, instead 
of 
as 
part 
of 
the 
problem. 
He understands why the problem exists. 
He understands why he must live with it— 
why any secretary of agriculture must live 
wuth it until farming has adjusted itself to 
the impact of the industrial revolution 
on 
agricultural production. It used to take more 
than 80 per cent of the nation’s population 
to produce barely enough food 
for 
them­ 
selves and the nonfarm population. About 12 
per cent of the population now produce 
a 
surplus of food. 
Ultimately, those who have been displaced 
by this staggering increase in productivity 
per person will cease to think of themselves 
as part of the farm population. In the mean­ 
time, there will be a farm problem, and it 
will be a red-hot political issue. 


Eating I p The Mashed Potatoes 


The commonest subject under discussion in 
the country — even commoner than Sputnik 
was after last Oct. 4 — is how to start a 
new buying wave. 
Walter Reuther thinks it could be started 
by divvying up profits after first reducing 
profits by boosting overhead in the auto 
industry. If the sluggishness of turnover con­ 
tinues long enough, his idea will be matched 
and outdone by dozens of others. That is 
what happened 25 years ago, when there 
were such things tried as "Buy Now!” cam ­ 
paigns and XRA parades with Blue Eagles 
fluttering their fascist-feathered wings over 
the doctrine that competition was no longer 
the spice of life. 
Then, there are those who think it takes 
time to start a new buying wave, because 
there is an economic digestive process that 
goes on endlessly and must run its course. 
The buying wave that has kept things 
booming most of the time since the end of 
World War II. except for 1949 and 1954, was 
predetermined by the prolonged shortages of 
consumer goods during the era. 
Twice, when it was interrupted, or slowed 
down, the fear was voiced that consumer 
appetite could never be satisfied again for 
lack of wherewithal. Butt here is equally 
good reason to think the trouble actually was 


in the other direction: Consumer appetite 
had been satisfied to the point of satiety. 
Too many people had obtained what they 
wanted and were digesting it — using it up, 
assimilating it, outgrowing it 
and 
getting 
ready for the next meal. To be sure, not 
everybody was satisfied: that never happens. 
But enough consumers had all they wanted 
to slow up the demand for more. 
It was—and it probably is now—a belly­ 
ache from eating too much. 
At the end of a Thanksgiving dinner, there 
Is no more demand for mashed potatoes. 
There comes a time when even turkey and 
cranberries go begging, because the consum­ 
ers have lost the edge off their appetites. 
Cranberry pickers, 
potato 
sackers 
and 
turkey tenders would have slim living if 
they did not realize there would be a let­ 
down after each Thanksgiving. 
This is not the orthodox view of what 
happens when a boom quits booming. It does 
not jibe with the view that Americans al­ 
ways will get rid of buying power a little 
faster than they can earn it whether they 
need anything or not. But it makes as muclr 
sense to think many of them now are digest­ 
ing what they already have bought as it 
does to think that all of them have run 
short of buying power. 


More Shots Heard Round The \\ orld 


All of us who resent strong-arm tactics felt 
better when Ku Kluxers were scattered by a 
gathering of Lumbee Indians in North Caro­ 
lina The Lumbees had been pushed too far. 
They did not like the Ku Kluxing of a self- 
styled preacher who was whooping up race 
prejudice against them. They did not like the 
Ku Kluxing reactions of some of the local 
yokels who were drooling in anticipation of a 
little strong-arming. 
The story says there were 
a 
thousand 
Lumbees in the gathering that broke up the 
Klan. That is probably a wild exaggeration: 
it just sounded like a thousand when they 
fired their shotguns into the ground and into 
the air to show 
they were 
loaded 
for 
Kluxers. There would be no future in strong- 
arming racial minorities in the Carolinas or 
anywhere else if the minorities made a prac­ 
tice of defending themselves. 


The Once Over 


Leisure has become a top problem in Amer­ 
ica. says Russell Lynes, magazine editor, w?ith 
country spending more time having fun 
than it used to put in at work. 


The all-out search for leisure is sapping 
national energy. More people are sweating 
in pursuit of fun than in pursuit of occupa­ 
tional duties. Relaxation, entertainment and 
general enjoyment are “ musts” in American 
life. 
People are suffering physical breakdowns in 
the frenzied quest of more amusement. The 
home is in a lather of pleasure-seeking through 
radio and TV. 
The open road Is congested with folks hell 
bent for leisure if it kills them. 


EVEN THE TROPICAL or world cruise is 
available on the installment plan. “ Around 
the world in eighty payments,” as it were. 
You can get sea vacations on quiz programs. 
One sponsor is turning over a 60-foot yacht 
to winner of a box-top contest. The rarest 
sight in American life is somebody not going 
any place in particular. 


IN THE HOME you can get drama, comedy, 
opera, band concerts, prize fights, ski jump­ 
ing. etc., by twisting a dial. 
When the baby lets out a yell it may not 
be safety-pin trouble. Perhaps the infant is 
yelling for “ Howdy Doody.” 
If mom is depressed it’s because she can’t 
tune in and enjoy a tour of the Orient. Pop 
is unhappy if he can’t watch the ball game 
while lying on a sofa with somebody fanning 
him. 
The kids are in the cellar holding a mass 
meeting to get teacher fired because she 
can’t dance or sing. 


That would end the fun the strong-armers 


derive from pushing around helpless victims. 


The bully never fights on even terms. 


And that is why so many people who find 


little in the ordinary run of the news to 


cheer about felt like cheering because some 
mid-20th-century Americans of mixed 
an­ 
cestry fired a few more shots that deserve 
to be heard ’round the world. 
We suppose the Kluxers now' will try to 
disarm the Lumbee Indians, all nice and pret­ 
ty with court orders, 
summonses, 
search 
w arrants and much mouthing about the Con­ 
stitution. states’ rights and all the rest of the 
mumbo-jumbo invoked 
whenever 
someone 
gets fed up with strong-arming by southern 
suppressives. But for once, the intended vic­ 
tims of the strong-arming got in their licks 
first. The underdogs registered the first bite.

People Abroad Must Be Kept Well Informed 


Auto Battle Should Collie To Head In June 


I would like to share the proph­ 
ets’ predictions with you. The wise 
men inside labor are saying that 
soon the Auto Workers’ Union, led 
by W a l t e r 
Reuther, 
will 
be 
stockpiling 
money— up to 
50 million dol­ 
lars. The auto 
industry’s 
Big 
Three will be 
s t o c kpiling 
cars — up toj 
four 
million. 
And by 
some 
balmy 
day in 
Victor Riesel 
June, both sides will have piled 
up enough to fight it out in a long 
strike that could roll right through 
the' winter. 
The 50 million dollars will be 
Reuther’s 
special 
strike 
fund 
which now’ has some 24 million in 
the banks. It could be more than 
doubled by June by additional spe­ 
cial dues of $5 a month per mem­ 
ber. The union’s national head­ 
quarters would then act as a “dis­ 
tributing center’, paying strike re­ 
lief to all auto workers called 
out—right through the end of the 
year if necessary. 
Whether the union shuts down 
the assembly 
lines 
depends, 
of 
course, on whether the Big Three 
cf auto make last-minute conces­ 
sions to the Auto Union, as they 
have for the past decade or more. 
Union strategists are waiting for 
the important tipoff on 
the in­ 
dustry’s toughness — a sudden re­ 
calling of laid-off men and 
the 
speeding up of 
car 
production. 
That will mean the companies are 
finally deciding to take on Walter 
Reuther. 


A SPEED-UP would only mean 
stock-piling because the one thing 
the industry needs less than the 
return of the horse, is more car 
production now. 
There are over 850.000 new auto­ 
mobiles already stockpiled. By re­ 
turning to full production, the in­ 
dustry could whip out an extra 
three million or more. This would 
give the Big Three — GM, Ford 
and Chrysler — enough cars to sell 
through *58. without producing an­ 
other headlight. 
They would have filled their *58 
quota by June and without over­ 
time. They’d then be ready for a 
strike — a long one. 
Reuther and his colleagues had 
this all figured when their execu­ 
tive board met last week in De­ 
troit and debated strategy for two 
full days. In the background were 
rackets and rockets. 
All of labor’s 
public 
relations 
was bad for the moment. The day 
of the Sputnik, they felt, was not 
the day to call for a four day 
week. 
Reuther called the signals for a ’ 
four man backfield, consisting of 
himself; 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
a 
UAW vice-president and head of 
the 
union’s 
GM 
division; Jack 
Conway, 
Reuther’s 
special 
as­ 
sistant. and UAW’s special proj­ 
ects director Nat Weinberg, the 
wizard of the guaranteed annual 
wage days. They described in de­ 
tail 
the 
“share 
the 
profits” 
strategy. 


THEY HAD BEEN 
developing 
this since May of ’56. At that time 
Woodcock said publicly what he 
had been discussing privately with 
Reuther and the others. 
The Big 
Three 
of 
auto 
had 
profit - sharing 
systems. 
The 
Union’s research department 
re­ 
ported that GM, for example, had 
distributed over 600 million dol­ 
lars in IO years to 14.000 of its 
executives in special bonuses. 
Woodcock told the union’s GM 
workers’ conference in Detroit that 
year that soon the union would 
have to ask for some similar sys­ 
tem of bonuses for the mem­ 
bership working in the plants. 
This 
year, 
at 
UAW 
summer 
school sessions, Woodcock kept re­ 
ferring to the bonus system, say­ 
ing again that the union 
would 
have to demand it some day.

As employment fell sharply, the 
four men mentioned above began 
to realize that this was not the 
time, nor was the country in a 
mood, for a sharp fight over a 
four-day week at five days’ pay. 
They reckoned that the profit- 
sharing formula would have the 
widest public appeal and hit the 
industry the hardest. 
This is how they reasoned: 
First, the formula would win the 
support of the companies’ foremen 
and supervisors because they, too. 
would share in the union’s special 
bonus plan. 


THE 
RANK-AND-FILE 
would 
love it, not only 
for

extra 
money but because it would put 
them on a par with executives. 
The consumer would like it 
be­ 
cause he’d get a rebate on his car 
cost. 
And the huge white collar seg­ 
ment of the 
industry — 
which 


Reuther will soon enough go after 
—would also react favorably since 
the UAW plan includes them, too. 
The small businessmen would 
support it 
because the formula 
sets a fixed percentage of profits 
instead of a flat amount which 
the big companies could afford to 
pay and the little fellows couldn’t 
carry. 
Furthermore, the 
union 
chiefs 
said that since they were asking 
for a share of the profits after 
these were earned, they couldn’t 
be accused of spurring inflation. 
No profits, no bonus. 
Behind it all is Reuther’s basic 
strategy — hitting again and again 
at profits so that if he can’t win 
a share of them in the end, he 
can at least argue for a bigger 
wage increase. 
By mid-year, we’ll know whether 
Reuther is a prophet in his own 
house of labor.

It is the kind of day that used 
to suggest a winter picnic as the 
most agreeable way to celebrate 
a day off from school. 
Three or four of us would agree 
by IO a.m. that it was the right 
kind of day, and before ll we’d be 
on our way. 
The right kind of day was snowy 
and crisp. Preferably, there were 
snow 
flurries. 
Also 
preferably, 
there was clear sky to be seen in 
patches between the flurries. 
The tem perature needed to be 
in the ’?0s. Below that, it was too 
cold. Above that, the snow would 
be melting and dripping — and 
that was no good. 
Our winter picnics were held at 
a 
place 
called 
Campbellsport 
Ledges. This was a spectacular 
rock formation bordering a deep- 
cut creek. Jutting ledges afforded 
shelter high enough for head room 
and deep enough for protection 
against 
the wind. 
They leaked 
when the snow melted. 
The entire area was wooded, 
thus 
making 
burnable 
firewood 
handy. Although it was some five 
miles away by road, the area 
could be reached by a cross-coun­ 
try shortcut in an easy walking 
half-hour by teen-agers who knew 
where they wanted to go and in­ 
tended to get there in a hurry. 
The sense of urgency came from 
the anticipation of the cooking rit­ 
ual which made the Campbellsport 
expeditions enjoyable. At our age, 
all of us were hungry all the time. 
Each of us had a medium-sized 
potato in his jacket pocket and a 
piece of beefsteak in a waxed- 
paper sack. Also a chunk of butter, 


a salt - shaker and a spoon. There 
. would have been a pot for boiled 
coffee, if we had known about cof­ 
fee. As it was, we took along a 
tin cup to dip icy water out of 
the creek that ran along the bot­ 
tom of the ledges. 
First thing on arrival was to get 
the fire going. Next was to find 
green forked sticks for the meat. 
Then the wait for ashes to bury the 
potatoes in — and a still longer 
wait for the potates to bake. The 
last thing was to broil the steaks, 
which were eaten off the forked 
sticks. 
The 
baked 
potato 
was 
scooped out with the spoon, after 
butter had been melted over it. 
All the time this wras going on, 
there was talk — all kinds of talk. 
Jokes, anecdotes, kidding, boast­ 
ing, wondering, speculating, gop- 
ing. criticizing, dirty talk, c l e a n 
talk, ordinary talk. That is how all 
boys outgrow their age and sprout 
savvy with their whiskers. 
I am not sure there was any­ 
thing noteworthy about it, other 
than the satisfaction it has given 
me whenever I remembered it. To 
this day, when it’s snowing in flur­ 
ries 
and 
the 
sun 
is 
breaking 
through between times, I can think 
of nothing I’d rather live over 
again than 
a wanter picnic at 
Campbellsport Ledges. 
We started home in time to ar­ 
rive 
just 
before 
dark. 
Supper 
would be ready by then, leaving 
enough time for a fourth meal 
before bedtime, if popcorn and 
apples had left any room. 
I wonder if kids still go to 
Campbellsport Ledges on winter 
Saturdays. I wonder if the Ledges 
are still there. Maybe they’ve been 
bulldozed to make way for some 
modern 
improvement 
by 
t h i s 
time.

that could have more of a bearing 
on whether there is adequate de­ 
fense against aggression than all 
the discussion in our congression­ 
al committees about how to get 
missiles produced fast or in the

there. 
For, unless peoples can restrain 
the impulses of dictators in E ast­ 
ern Europe, there is danger of a 
miscalculation that could lead to 
global war. The most important 
way to advance the cause of peace 
is to keep peoples well informed. 
Moral force can be a real deter­ 
rent of war. 


MR. EISENHOWER disclosed a 
few days ago that originally there 
was a paragraph in his letter to 
Bulganin asking that publicity be 
given to its text but this was 
omitted from the letter at the last 
minute. It was wiser to wait and 
then make such a request after 
there had been ample opportunity 
to see whether the Soviet govern­ 
ment would issue such an instruc­ 
tion. The very fact that many days 
now have elapsed without publica­ 
tion of the Eisenhower text in the 
Soviet Union illustrates dram atical­ 
ly that the Communists fear the 
American viewpoint may possibly 
be given support by the Soviet 
people. 
The press of the United States 
gave extensive space to the Bul­ 
ganin letter to the President, many 
newspapers printing it in full text. 
The President’s reply was issued 
about 3:30 p.m. last Sunday. Wash­ 
ington time—which is 8:30 p m . 
London time and 9:30 p.m. Paris 
time—but it took more than an 
hour for it to be transmitted, so 
the text did not get to either 
capital early enough for the edi­ 
torial writers there to read it in 
full before writing their comments 
for Monday morning papers. Edi­ 
torial appraisal was made on the 
basis of fragm entary summaries. 
Here was a document important 
enough for every editor in Europe 


to read in full before making any 
comments. Yet, because of a tradi­ 
tion that yesterday’s news is not 
treated again the next day, the 
full text of the American letter 
has not yet been printed by any 
newspaper in Great Britain. 


THIS 
IS 
MOST 
regrettable. 
though it must be taken into ac­ 
count that British newspapers us­ 
ually average only 12 pages daily 
and that it is a rare occasion when 
any text as long as 4,400 words is 
printed in the news columns. 
How', then, can the important 
people of Great Britain, including 
the members of Parliam ent and 
the news writers and the commen­ 
tators abroad, still get the full 
text 
of 
President 
Eisenhower's 
letter? 
The United States Information 
Service cabled the document to its 
European stations and the cost of 
cable tolls was thereby saved for 
the European press. But this does 
not help much unless the general 
public, too, can read the full text 
of such an important document. 
Probably the only remedy is to 
do what is sometimes done in this 
country by organizations of citizens 
devoted to public causes. They 
often buy paid advertising space 
several days after a news event 
so as to be sure to get their m es­ 
sages about it printed in full. 
The time has come for s o m e 
formula like this to be devised 
so that ideas can be transmitted 
from the government of the United 
States to the peoples of foreign 
countries—not only those of our 
own allies but those of neutral and 
the so-called “uncommitted” coun­ 
tries. 
Some governments, such as those 
that 
are 
Communist 
controlled, 
would not allow the press to ac­ 
cept 
such 
paid 
advertisements. 


IN SUCH CASES there would 
be an opportunity for American 
organizations to read important 
documents in full over the radio 
from stations in neighboring coun­ 
tries which are listened to by 
people in the Soviet Union. 
A survey of what the European 
press and radio did last week with 
the Eisenhower letter—itself one 
of the best expositions of t h e 
American viewpoint in current his­ 
tory—would be useful to those or­ 
ganizations here and abroad which 
are devoted to the cause of world 
peace. 
While the West German. French 
and British press gave more than 
normal space in handling long ex­ 
tracts from the Eisenhower letter, 
the spirit of candor and sincerity 
and the constructive suggestions 
contained in the Eisenhower letter 
cannot be conveyed by summaries, 
fragments or excerpts. It has to 
be read in its entirety. 
Here is a cause for real concern. 
If ideas are not transported fully 
from country to country, the road 
to understanding is blocked by un­ 
necessary barriers which a small 
amount of public or private funds 
could readily overcome.

Things Are Slightly Confused

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower has talk­ 
ed three times recently about re­ 
organizing the Defense Depart­ 
ment. It’s still not clear what he 
intends to do. He talked speed, 
then seemed not to be talking 
speed, and now talks speed again. 
It’s not clear what anyone else, 
including Congress, intends to do 
about it, either. One thing is sure: 
the department has been under 
blazing attack for red tape, dou­ 
bletalk, 
delay, 
and 
interservice 
rivalry. 
In particular the joint chiefs of 
staff (JCS) system has been at­ 
tacked — and defended. Gen. Na­ 
than F. Twining, appointed by Ei­ 
senhower, is chairman of the JCS, 
which is made up of the heads of 
each of the three armed services. 
The four chiefs usually reach 
agreement by compromise, with 
Twining not voting. This is the 
main complaint against the sys­ 
tem: It has a built-in method for 
each of the chiefs to angle and 
wangle for his own branch of the 
service. 
The result: various proposals to 
abolish the JCS and 
substitute 
either a single military boss or 
perhaps a general staff of top 
officers who would be divorced 
from their individual branches of 
the armed forces. 
There’s mixed feeling in Con­ 
gress 
about 
(A) 
scrapping the 
JCS, (B) setting up a single mili­ 
tary chief, (C) making changes 
and (D) not making changes. And 
military men themselves disagree 
on what to do, if anything. 
Twining says he wants to keep 
an open mind about changes in 
the 
present 
system. 
Adm. 
Ar- 
leigh Burke, chief of naval opera­ 
tions and therefore a member of 
the JCS, defends the present ar­ 
rangement and opposes the idea 
of a single commander for all 
three services. 
Yet Lt. Gen. Jam es Gavin, the 
Army’s missile boss who’s quit­ 
ting the service for various rea­ 
sons, wants the JCS junked and an 
advisory general staff of top offi­ 
cers substituted for it. 
Eisenhower himself in 1947 pro­ 
posed a single chief of staff but 
backed away f r o m this when 
C o n g r e s s preferred the JCS. 
Where he stands now he hasn’t 
said. 
In his State of the Union Mes­ 
sage Jan. 9 he said his own con­ 
clusions on what to do now would 
soon be “finalized,” that he would 
take the necessary executive ac­ 


tion, and that he would send his 
recommendations to Congress. 
But in his Jan. 15 news confer­ 
ence he seemed to think plenty ot 
time was needed. He said his own 
convictions 
on 
reorganizing the 
Pentagon “ cannot be the final an­ 
swer” and he anticipated “many 
conferences.” 
Monday night in a speech to Re­ 
publicans in Chicago he again in­ 
dicated 
a 
need 
for 
speed. 
He 
talked of “prompt and effective 
modernization” 
of 
the 
Defense 
Department. 
The Democratic l e a d e r s of 
House and Senate—Rep. McCor­ 
mack of Massachusetts and Sen. 
Johnson of Texas — have both 
called for Eisenhower to take full 
responsibility for reorganizing the 
Pentagon. 
Johnson, whose Senate subcom­ 
mittee has been investigating the 
whole d e f e n s e setup, has ex­ 
pressed no fixed ideas of his own 
but he did demand action 
“to 
knock heads together” in the Pent­ 
agon. 
Meanwhile, 
Secretary 
of 
De­ 
fense McElroy has appointed a 
committee of citizens and Army 
brass, past and present, to see 
what they think.
